Plans have Tieen completed by^rahee City Board of Education,
Torrance churches for the 
launching of classes In released- 
time religious instruction for 
pupils of the fourth, fifth and 
sixth gtades in attendance at 
the Tornmce Elementary, Frrn 
Avenue and Walteria schools, 
according to the Rev. H. Wes- 
ley Roloff, chairman of the Tor­ 
rance Interfaith Committee.

The local Interfaith Committee, 
working closely with the Tor- 
ranee city school board and in 
harmony with, provisions of the 
State law governing released 
time classes, is the lesponslble 
clearing agency through which 
all religious groups must oper 
ate if they are to undertake 
such classes in the Torrance 
school district.

The classes are arranged 
at sutii a time, that the stu- 
dc-nts who participate in the pro­ 
gram are not pen,al!z.'c) by los­ 
ing valuable instruction In the 
public school. "No pupil may at­ 
tend a class in released time 
Instruction whose parent , has 
not signed a card requesting 
such release.

"Enrollment cards have now 
been sent to the homes of pu­ 
pils of the throe grades for. 
which such classes are provided. 
These are to be returned to the 
school office. A tentative sched 
tile for the beginning of classes 
is given as follows: Walteria, 
Jan. 27 from 2:40 to 3:30; Tor­ 
rance Elementary, Jan. $8; from 
11:10 to 12:00; Fern Avenue, 
Jan. 29, from 11:10 to 1 12:00.

In urging parents and com 
 nunity organizations to give 
their full support to . the re 
leased-tlme piogram, the Rev 
Mr. Roloff said: "In addition 
to the three R's of public school 
education, we are increasingly 
conscious of the necessity for 
stressing the three R's of moral 
and spiritual training, namely 
religion, reverence and resposi- 
billty. Apart from these ideals 
upon which our democratic socie­ 
ty has been founded, we cannot 
hope to prosper or to survive 
Every resource must be enlisted 
in these critical days for the in­ 
culcation of these principles In 
the hearts and lives of growing 
boys and girls who will he the 
America of tomorrow."
